1 London  Time  is  observed  at  all  the  Stations. 

2.  Tickets  and  Change-— Passengers  are  requested  to  ex- 
amine their  Tickets  and  Change  before  leaving  the  Booking-office 
counter,  as  errors  cannot  afterwards  be  rectified. 

3.  Ke-booking- — Passengers  cannot  be  re-booked  at  an  inter- 
mediate  Station  by  the  same  Train  from  which  they  have  aiignted. 

4.  Time  Booking-Office  closes.— The  doors  of  the  Booking- 

Offices  at  Terminal  Stations  will  be  closed  against  the  further  admission 
of  i’assengers  Three  Minutes  before  the  time  specified  for  the  departure 

the  Train;  but  at  Intermediate  Stations  Passengers  will  be  ad- 
mitted  alter  the  time  fixed  for  starting,  if  the  Train  has  not  arrived, 
until  it  is  signalled  as  approaching 

5.  Passengers  cannot  be  allowed  to  break  their  journey 
with  the  same  Ticket  at  an  Intermediate  Station. 

6.  No  Money  Returned.— No  money  will  be  returned  or 
allowance  made  for  any  Ticket  lost,  mislaid,  or  not  used.

10.  Refreshment  Booms  are  provided  at  the  following  Sta- 
ll ins  -—Charing  Gross,  Cannon  Street,  London  Bridge  Station,  (High  <fc 
Low  Level),  Bed  Hill,  Tunbridge,  Paddock  Wood,  Ashford,  Dover, 
Folkestone  Harbour,  Strood,  Canterbury,  Minster,  Bamsgate  & Margate. 

11.  Ladies’  Waiting  Booms- — Females  are  in  attendance  at 
the  following  Stations Charing  Cross,  Cannon  Street,  London  Bridge, 

I ircenwich,  Bed  Hill,  Sevenoaks,  Tunbridge,  Tunbridge  W ells,  Ashford, 
Folkestone,  Folkestone  Harbour,  Dover,  Beading,  Maidstone,  Canter- 
bury, Margate,  and  Bamsgate. 

12.  Passengers’  Luggage  — First  Class  Passengersare  allowed 
170  lbs.  of  Luggage,  Second  Class  100  lbs.,  and  Third  Class  60  lbs.,  free 
of  charge:  such  Luggage  being  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the 
Company's  Acts  of  Parliament.  The  Company  are  in  no  way  respon- 
ses for  any  Articles  other  than  of  the  description  mentioned,  unless 
booked  and  paid  for  separately.  Children  who  pay  half-fare  are 
allowed  half  the  foregoing  quantity.  Overweight  will  be  charged  Is.  6d. 
per  cwt.  locally  between  the  London  Stations;  Charing  Cross,  Water- 
loo, Can  nop  Street,  and  London  Bridge,  Jd.  per  lb.  for  any  distance 
under  40  miles,  and  Jd.  per  lb.  for  conveyance  by  the  boat  between 
Folkestone  and  Boulogne,  and  Dover  and  Calais ; |<1.  per  lb.  for  40 
miles,  and  any  distance  exceeding  40  miles. 

13.  Commercial  Travellers'  Excess  Luggage,  if  con- 
veyed at  their  own  risk.— Commercial  Travellers  will  be  allowed 
free  of  charge  double  the  weight  of  Luggage  allowed  to  other  pas- 
sengers according  to  class.  The  excess  weight  to  be  charged  half  the 
Ordinary  Excess  Luggage  Bates,  but  no  charge  will  be  made  unless 
amounting  to  One  Shilling  and  upwards.  If  at  the  Company's  risk, 
the  Ordinary  Bates.  Commercial  Travellers  are.  allowed  to  book  their 
Luggage  from  the  Station  whence  they  start  to  the  Station  to  which 
their  day’s  journey  is  to  extend,  whether  it  he  a return  journey 
or  otherwise,  although  they  may  have  occasion  to  stop  during  their 
day’s  business  at  intermediate  Stations,  provided  the  destination  be 
declared  at  the  commencement  of  the  day’s  journey,  and  the  Luggage 
Ticket  given  up  at  the  termination. 

14.  The  Fares  for  Extra  Luggage  should,  in  every  case,  be 
prepaid;  but  in  the  event  of  its  being  overlooked  at  the  starting 
Station,  the  Luggage  is  liable  to  be  charged  at  the  end  of  the  journey. 

15.  Luggage  to  he  claimed  and  Labelled- — Passengers 

are  required,  after  taking  their  tickets,  to  claim  their  Luggage  on  the 
jilatform,  and  to  see  it  marked  with  the  Company’s  label  s,  at  least  Five 
minutes  before  the  departure  of  the  Train  for  which  it  is  intended; 
and  no  Luggage  will  he  placed  in  the  Train  until  it  is  so  marked.  The 
Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  loss  or  detention  of  any  article 
of  Luggage  that  is  not  marked  with  their  label,  and  properly  addressed.

16.  Old  Labels  — Passengers  should  be  careful  to  eMcc  their 
Luggage  of  alloldllailwayor  other  labels  before  commencing  each  jour- 
ney, and  have  their  existing  address  plainly  and  securely  placed  on  each 
Package.  They  are  recommended  to  take  Carpet  Bags  and  Small 
Articles  into  the  Carriage  with  them. 

17.  All  Unclaimed  Property  found  on  the  Company’s  pre- 

mises, or  in  their  Carriages,  is  deposited  in  the  Lost  Property  Office,  at 
the  Cannon  Street  Terminus.  If  there  be  an  address  on  the  articles 
found,  notice  will  be  Bent  to  that  addresB  that  the  property  is  in  the 
Company’s  possession;  and  if  there  be  no  address  thereon,  the  pack- 
ages wifi  be  opened  at  the  expiration  of  one  week,  with  a view  to 
ascertain  the  address  of  the  owner,  when  notice  will  be  forwarded  to 
him,  and  the  property  will  in  either  case  be  restored  to  the  owner  on 
payment  of  a fee  of  6d.  for  each  Article,  or  forwarded,  if  desired,  at  the 
usual  Parcels'  Bates.  An  additional  charge  of  6d.  per  week  is  made, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  first  week,  on  each  article  left  for  a longer 
period-  • 


18.  Cloak  Boom.— The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for 
Articles  left  by  Passengers  at  the  Station  unless  the  same  bo  duly  re- 
gistered, for  which  a cliargeof  2d.  per  Article  willbe  made,  auda  Ticket 
given  in  exchange,  and  no  Article  will  be  given  up  without  the  pro- 
duction of  the  Ticket,  or  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  being 
adduced.  A charge  of  id.  per  diem,  in  addition,  will  be  made  on  arti. 
cles  left  in  the  Cloak  Boom,  for  a longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours. 
Velocipedes,  Bicycles,  Perambulators,  Bath  Chairs,  &c„  willbe  charged 
6d.  each,  and  a further  charge  of  2d.  per  day  4n  additon  will,  be  made 
on  all  such  Articles  remaining  in  the  Cloak  Boom  longer  than  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  article  ex- 
ceeding the  value  of  £10.  Articles  deposited  In  the  Cloak  Boom  will 
only  be  delivered  up  upon  the  production  of  the  Ticket  given  in  ex- 
change for  the  Parcel  at  the  time  it  was  taken  in  charge.  Tickets  will 
be  issued  in  every  case,  except  under  the  following  circumstances ; — 
The  Parcels  of  Periodical  Ticket  Holders , if  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Ticket  Holder  and  the  number  of  his  Ticket  will  be1 
received  at  the  usual  charge,  and  delivered  up  on  the  production  of  the 
Periodical  Ticket.  Parcels  to  which  either  a printed  or  written  label 
bearing  a number  and  name  is  attached,  will  be  received,  and  de- 
livered up  to  the  person  who  produces  a corresponding  number  and 
name. 

19.  Carriages,  Horses*  Logs,  and  Loaded.  Carriages 

must  be  at  the  Station  half  an  hour  before  the  time  specified  for  the 
departure  of  the  Train,  and  they  will  be  taken  in  order  of  arrival, 
the  horses  of  private  individuals  having  the  preference  over  those  of 
dealers.  Carriages  and  Horses  can  only  be  conveyed  to  and  from  those 
Stations  to  which  the  fare  is  affixed  in  the  Time  Book,  and  not  by  Tidal , 
Express,  or  Fast  Trains.  Carriages,  Horses,  and  Dogs  are  conveyed 
at  the  owner’s  risk,  and  the  Company  will  not  in  any  case  be  respon- 
sible for  any  injury  or  damage  (however  caused)  to  any  Carriage, 
Horse,  or  Dog,  while  travelling,  or  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  whilst  in 
the  Company’s  possession.  Third  Class  Tickets  are  issued  to  Grooms 
travelling  with  Horses  in  the  Horse  Boxes.  All  dogs  travelling  with 
Passengers,  or  sent  booked  alone,  must  be  provided  with  Collars  and 
Chains.  The  Bates  for  the  conveyance  of  Private  Carriages  do  not  in- 
clude luggage  contained  therein;  such  luggage  is  subject  to  an  additional 
charge.  Carriages  loaded  with  luggage  are  charged  a rate  and  a-half. 
Horse  clothing  and  private  carriage  covers,  when  returned,  after  being 
used  in  covering  consignments  by  South  Eastern  Bailway,  are  chargee 
as  returned  Empties. 

20.  Carriage  Trucks  and  Horse  Boxes  are  usually  kept 
at  the  Carriage  Stations ; but  to  prevent  disappointment,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, it  is  necessary  that  notice  should  he  given  the  day  previous,  at 
the  Station  where  they  willbe  required. 

21.  Time  of  Trains  not  guaranteed.— The  publishedTime 
Bills  of  the  Company  are  intended  to  fix  the  departure  of  the  Trains 
from  each  Station,  and  every  exertion  wifi  be  made  to  ensure  punc- 
tuality ; but  the  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss,  incon- 
venience, or  injury,  which  may  arise  from  delay  or  detention,  in  the 
starting,  transit,  or  arrival  of  the  Trains. 

22.  The  Mail  Boats  and  Mail  Trains  do  not  wait  for 
Passengers  or  Baggage  after  the  Mails  are  loaded.  The  other  Trains 
and  Boats  do  not  await  each  other  when  detained  by  stress  of  weather 
or  casualty. 

23.  Information  and  Enquiries.— The  Company  will  not 
be  responsible  for  information  given  by  any  other  persons  than  the 
Officers  in  charge  at  the  different  Stations.  All  enquiries  relative  to 
the  service  of  the  Line,  addressed  to  the  General  Manager,  London 
Bridge  Terminus,  will  receive  immediate  attention. 

24.  Ladies’  Carriage  — A Carriage  is  reserved  for  ladies  when 
required. 

25.  On  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  the  Trains  will 
run  as  on  Sundays,  with  the  exception  of  the  Mail  Trams,  and  the 
addtion  of  Special  Excursion  Trains 

26  Change  of  Carriage  avoided  —Families,  or  any  number 
of  First  Class  Passengers  above  six,  proceeding  from  any  Station  on 
the  Branch  Lines  to  thej  Sea-side,  or  vice  versa,  will  be  allowed  the 
accommodation  of  keeping  the  same  carriage  for  themselves  and  Bag- 
gage throughout  the  journey.  Previous  notice  should  be  given  to  the 
Station  Master.

4.  Time  Booking-Office  closes  — The  doors  of  the  Booking- 
Offices  at  Terminal  Stations  will  be  closed  against  the  further  admission 
of  Passengers  Three  Minutes  before  the  time  specified  for  the  departure 
of  the  Train;  but  at  Intermediate  Stations  Passengers  will  be  ad- 
mitted after  the  time  fixed  for  starting,  if  the  Train  has  not  arrived, 
until  it  is  signalled  as  approaching 

5.  Passengers  cannot  be  allowed  to  break  their  journey

11.  Ladies’  Waiting  Rooms.— Females  are  in  attendance  at 
the  following  Stations : — Charing  Cross,  Cannon  Street,  London  Bridge, 
Greenwich,  Bed  Hill,  Sevenoaks,  Tunbridge,  Tunbridge  Wells,  Ashford, 
Folkestone,  Folkestone  Harbour,  Dover,  Beading,  Maidstone,  Canter- 
bury, Margate,  and  Bamsgate. 

12.  Passengers’  Luggage. — First  Class  Passengers  are  allowed 
120  lbs.  of  Luggage,  Second  Class  100  lbs.,  and  Third  Class  60  lbs.,  free 
of  charge;  such  Luggage  being  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the 
Company’s  Acts  of  Parliament.  The  Company  are  in  no  way  respon- 
sible for  any  Articles  other  than  of  the  description  mentioned,  unless 
booked  and  paid  for  separately.  Children  who  pay  half-fare  are 
allowed  half  the  foregoing  quantity.  Overweight  will  be  charged  Is.  Gd. 
per  cwt.  locally  between  the  London  Stations;  Charing  Cross,  Water- 
loo, Cannon  Street,  and  London  Bridge,  ad.  per  lb.  for  any  distance 
under  40  miles,  and  Jd.  per  lb.  for  conveyance  by  the  boat  between 
Folkestone  and  Boulogne,  and  Dover  and  Calais ; £d.  per  lb.  for  40 
miles,  and  any  distance  exceeding  40  miles. 

13.  Commercial  Travellers’  Excess  Luggage,  if  con- 
veyed at  their  own  risk.— Commercial  Travellers  will  be  allowed 
free  of  charge  double  the  weight  of  Luggage  allowed  to  other  pas- 
sengers according  to  class.  The  excess  weight  to  be  charged  half  the 
Ordinary  Excess  Luggage  Bates,  but  no  charge  will  be  made  unless 
amounting  to  One  Shilling  and  upwards.  If  at  the  Company’s  risk, 
the  Ordinary  Bates.  Commercial  Travellers  are  allowed  to  book  their 
Luggage  from  the  Station  whence  they  start  to  the  Station  to  which 
their  day’s  journey  is  to  extend,  whether  it  be  a return  journey 
or  otherwise,  although  they  may  have  occasion  to  stop  during  their 
day's  business  at  intermediate  Stations,  provided  the  destination  be 
declared  at  the  commencement  of  the  day’s  journey,  and  the  Luggage 
Ticket  given  up  at  the  termination. 

14.  The  Pares  for  Extra  Luggage  should,  in  every  case,  be 
prepaid;  but  in  the  event  of  its  being  overlooked  at  the  starting 
Station,  the  Luggage  is  liable  to  be  charged  at  the  end  of  the  journey. 

15.  Luggage  to  toe  claimed,  and  Labelled  — Passengers 
are  required,  after  taking  their  tickets,  to  claim  their  Luggage  on  the 
platform,  and  to  see  it  marked  with  the  Company’s  labels,  at  least  Five 
minutes  before  the  departure  of  the  Train  for  which  it  is  intended ; 
and  no  Luggage  will  be  placed  in  the  Train  until  it  is  so  marked.  The 
Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  loss  or  detention  of  any  article 
of  Luggage  that  is  not  marked  with  their  label,  and  properly  addressed. 
Ail  Passengers'  Luggage  is  conveyed  subject  to  the  conditions  upon 
which  Goods  are  carried  by  the  Company. 

16.  Old  Labels  — Passengers  should  be  careful  to  clear  their 
Luggage  of  alloldEailwayor  other  labels  before  commencing  each  jour- 
ney, and  have  their  existing  address  plainly  and  securely  placed  on  each 
Package.  They  are  recommended  to  take  Carpet  Bags  and  Small 
Articles  into  the  Carriage  with  them. 

17.  All  Unclaimed  Property  found  on  the  Company’s  pre- 
mises, or  in  their  Carriages,  is  deposited  in  the  Lost  Property  Office,  at 
the  Cannon  Street  Terminus.  If  there  be  an  address  on  the  articles 
found,  notice  will  be  sent  to  that  address  that  the  property  is  in  the 
Company’s  possession;  and  if  there  be  no  address  thereon,  the  pack- 
ages will  be  opened  at  the  expiration  of  one  week,  with  a view  to 
ascertain  the  address  of  the  owner,  when  notice  will  be  forwarded  to 
him,  and  the  property  will  in  either  case  be  restored  to  the  owner  on 
payment  of  a fee  of  6d.  for  each  Article,  or  forwarded,  if  desired,  at  the 
usual  Parcels’  Bates.  An  additional  charge  of  6d.  per  week  is  made, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  first  week,  on  each  article  left  for  a longer 
period. 


18.  Cloak  Room.— The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for 

Articles  left  by  Passengers  at  the  Station  unless  the  same  be  duly  re- 
gistered, for  which  a chargeof  2d.  per  Article  willbe  made,  and  a Ticket 
given  in  exchange,  and  no  Article  will  be  given  up  without  the  pro- 
duction of  the  Ticket,  or  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  being 
adduced.  A charge  of  Id.  per  diem,  in  addition,  will  be  made  on  arti- 
cles left  in  the  Cloak  Boom,  for  a longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours 
Velocipedes,  Bicycles,  Perambulators,  Bath  Chairs,  Ac.,  will  be  charged 
Gd.  each,  and  a f urther  charge  of  2d.  per  day  in  additou  will  be  made 
on  ail  such  Articles  remaining  in  the  Cloak  Boom  longer  than  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  article  ex- 
ceeding the  value  of  £10.  Articles  deposited  in  the  Cloak  Boom  will 
only  be  delivered  up  upon  the  production  of  the  Ticket  given  in  ex- 
change for  the  Parcel  at  the  time  it  was  taken  in  charge.  Tickets  will 
be  issued  in  every  case,  except  under  the  following  circumstances ; — 
The  Parcels  of  Periodical  Ticket  Holders , if  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Ticket  Holder  and  the  number  of  his  Ticket  will  be 
received  at  the  usual  charge,  and  delivered  up  on  the  production  of  the 
Periodical  Ticket.  Parcels  to  which  either  a printed  or  written  label 
bearing  a number  and  name  is  attached,  will  be  received,  and  de- 
livered up  to  the  person  who  produces  a corresponding  number  and 
name. 

19.  Carriages,  Horses,  Dogs,  and  Loaded  Carriages 

must  be  at  the  Station  half  an  hour  before  the  time  specified  for  the 
departure  of  the  Train,  and  they  will  be  taken  in  order  of  arrival, 
the  horses  of  private  individuals  having  the  preference  over  those  of 
dealers.  Carriages  and  Horses  can  only  be  conveyed  to  and  from  those 
Stations  to  which  the  fare  is  affixed  in  the  Time  Book,  and  not  by  'Tidal, 
Express,  or  Fast  Trains.  Carriages,  Horses,  and  Dogs  are  conveyed 
at  the  owner’s  risk,  and  the  Company  will  not  in  any  case  be  respon- 
sible for  any  injury  or  damage  (however  caused)  to  any  Carriage,. 
Horse,  or  Dog,  while  travelling,  or  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  whilst  in 
the  Company's  possession.  Third  Class  Tickets  are  issued  to  Grooms 
travelling  with  Horses  in  the  Horse  Boxes.  All  dogs  travelling  with 
Passengers,  or  sent  booked  alone,  must  be  provided  with  Collars  and 
Chains.  The  Bates  for  the  conveyance  of  Private  Carriages  do  not  in- 
clude luggage  contained  therein ; such  luggage  is  subject  to  an  additional 
charge.  Carriages  loaded  with  luggage  are  charged  a rate  and  a-half . 
Horse  clothing  and  private  carriage  covers,  when  returned,  after  being 
used  in  covering  consignments  by  South  Eastern  Bailway,  are  chargee 
as  returned  Empties. 

20.  Carriage  Trucks  and  Horse  Boxes  are  usually  kept 

at  the  Carriage  Stations;  but  to  prevent  disappointment,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, it  is  necessary  that  notice  should  be  given  the  day  previous,  at 
the  Station  where  they  willbe  required. 

21.  Time  of  Trains  not  guaranteed.— The  ptiblishedTime 

Bills  of  the  Company  are  intended  to  fix  the  departure  of  the  Trains 
from  each  Station,  an  d every  exertion  will  be  made  to  ensure  punc- 
tuality ; but  the  Company'  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss,  incon- 
venience, or  injury,  which  may  arise  from  delay  or  detention,  in. the 
starting,  transit,  or  arrival  of  the  Trains. 

22.  The  Mail  Boats  and  Mail  Trains  do  not  wait  for 
Passengers  or  Baggage  after  the  Mails  are  loaded.  The  other  Trains 
and  Boats  do  not  await  each  other  when  detained  by  stress  of  weather 
or  casualty. 

23.  Information  and  Enquiries.— The  Company  will  not 
be  responsible  for  information  given  by  any  other  persons  than  the 
Officers  in  charge  at  the  different  Stations.  All  enquiries  relative  to 
the  service  of  the  Line,  addressed  to  the  General  Manager,  London 
Bridge  Terminus,  will  receive  immediate  attention. 

24.  Ladies’  Carriage. — A Carriage  is  reserved  for  ladies  when 

required. 

25.  On  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  the  Trains  will 
run  as  on  Sundays,  with  the  exception  of  the  Mail  Trains,  and  the 
addtion  of  Special  Excursion  Trains. 

26.  Change  of  Carriage  avoided- — Families,  or  any  number 

of  First  Class  Passengers  above  six,  proceeding  from  any  Station  oil 
the  Branch  Lines  to  the;  Sea-side,  or  vice  versa,  will  be  allowed  the 
accommodation  of  keeping  the  same  carriage  for  themselves  and  Bag- 
gage throughout  the  journey.  Previous  notice  should  be  given  to  the 
Station  Master. 

27.  Delivery  of  Luggage — Luggage  can  be  collected  or  de- 
livered to  or  from  any  part  ot  London  within  a radius  of  three  miles 
from  Somerset  House,  at  a moderate  charge.  Also  delivered  or  col- 
lected at  the  principal  Country  Stations — viz.,  Hastings,  St.  Leonards, 
Bamsgate,  Margate,  Maidstone,  Dover,  Folkestone,  Tunbridge  Wells, 
Canterbury,  Chatham,  Woolwich,  Beading,  Aldershot  Camp,  Ac.  Ap- 
plication to  be  made  to  the  respective  Station  Masters. 

28.  Passengers  booked  between  Hastings  and  any  Station 
below  Ashford,  on  the  Dover  and  Margate  Lines,  also  the  Main 
Line  Stations  between  Tunbridge  and  Ashford,  are  allowed  to  travel 
either  way — viz.,  via  Tunbridge  or  Ashford,  as  the  Trains  may 
best  suit — the  Tickets  being  available  only  for  the  Station  for  which 
issued. 

29.  To  avoid  delay  and  confusion  at  Stations,  Pas- 
sengers with  much  luggage  are  respectfully  requested  to  be  at  the 
Station  in  good  time.  This  particularly  applies  to  the  Country  Stations. 
The  Company’s  arrangements  would  be  much  facilitated  if  a day’s 
notice  could  be  given  to  the  respective  Country  Station  Masters  by 
Families  or  Parties  intending  to  travel  with  large  quantities  of  Luggage 
by  any  particular  Train.

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BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Made  by  the  South  Eastern  Eailway  Company,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  for  regulating  the  Travelling 
upon  and  using  of  all  Railways  belonging  to,  or  leased  to,  the  said  Company,  and  with  respect  to  which  that 


Company  have  power  to  make  Bye-laws. 

No.  1.  No  PasseDger  will  be  allowed  to  enter  any  Carriage  used  on 
ihe  Railway,  or  to  travel  therein  upon  the  Railway,  unless  furnished  by 
the  Company  with  a Ticket  specifying  the  Class  of  Carriage  and  the 
Stations  for  Conveyance  between  which  such  Ticket  is  issued.  Every 
Passenger  shall  show  and  deliver  up  his  Ticket  (whether  a Contract  or 
Season  Ticket  or  otherwise)  to  any  duly  authorised  Servant  of  the 
Company  whenever  required  to  do  so  for  any  Purpose.  Any  Passenger 
travelling  without  a Ticket,  or  failing  or  refusing  to  show  or  deliver  up 
his  Ticket  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  Fare  from  the 
Station  whence  the  Train  originally  started  to  the  End  of  his  Journey. 

No.  2.  Any  Passenger  using  or  attempting  to  use  a Ticket  on  any  Day 
for  which  such  Ticket  is  not  available,  or  using  a Ticket  which  has  been 
already  used  on  a Previous  Journey,  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty 
not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  3.  Any  Passenger  using  or  attempting  to  nse  a Ticket  for  any 
other  Station  than  that  for  -which  it  is  available  will  be  required  to  pay 
the  Difference  between  the  Sum  actually  paid  and  the  Fare  between 
the  Stations  from  and  to  which  the  Passenger  has  travelled,  or,  at  the 
option  of  the  Company,  the  Fare  from  the  Station  to  which  he  was 
booked  to  the  end  of  his  Journey. 

No.  4.  Any  Passenger  wilfully  altering  or  defacing  his  Ticket  so  as 
to  render  the  Date,  Number,  or  any  material  Portion  thereof  illegible, 
is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  5.  A Return  Ticket  is  granted  soleiy  for  the  Purpose  of  enabling 
the  Person  for  whom  the  same  is  issued  to  travel  therewith  to  and  from 
the  Stations  marked  thereon,  and  is  not  transferable.  Any  person  who 
sells,  or  attempts  to  sell,  or  parts  or  attempts  to  part  with  the  Possession 
of  the  Return  Half  of  any  Return  Ticket  in  order  to  enable  any  other 
Person  to  travel  therewith,  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not 
exceeding  Forty  Shillings , and  any  Person  purchasing  such  Half  of  a 
Return  Ticket,  or  travelling  or  attempting  to  travel  therewith,  shall  bo 
liable  to  pay  the  Fare  -which  he  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  for  the 
single  journey,  and  shall  in  addition  thereto,  be  subjected  to  a Penalty 
not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  G.  At  the  intermediate  Stations  the  Fares  will  only  be  accepted, 
and  the  Tickets  issued,  conditionally ; that  is  to  say,  in  case  there  shall 
be  Room  in  the  Train  for  which  the  Tickets  are  issued.  In  case  there 
shall  not  be  Room  for  all  the  Passengers  to  whom  Tickets  have  been 
issued,  those  to  whom  Tickets  have  been  issued  for  the  longest  Distance 
shall  (if  reasonably  practicable)  have  the  Preference,  and  those  to  whom 
Tickets  have  been  issued  for  the  same  Distance  shall  (if  reasonably 
practicable)  have  Priority  according  to  the  Order  in  which  Tickets  have 
been  issued,  as  denoted  by  the  consecutive  Numbers  stamped  upon 
them.  The  Company  will  not,  however,  hold  itself  responsible  for  such 
Order  of  Preference  or  Priority  being  adhered  to,  but  the  Fare  or 
difference  of  Fare,  if  the  Passenger  travel  by  an  ordinary  Train  in  a 
class  of  Carriage  inferior  to  that  for  which  he  has  a Ticket,  shall  be 
immediately  returned,  on  Application,  to  any  Passenger  for  whom  there  is 
not  Room  as  aforesaid,  if  the  Application  be  made  before  the  departure 
of  the  Train. 

No  7.  Every  Person  smoking  in  any  Shed  or  Covered  Platform  of 
a Station,  or  in  any  Building  of  the  Company,  or  in  any  Carriage  or 
Compartment  of  a Carriage  not  specially  provided  for  that  Purpose,  is 
hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings.  The 
Company’s  Oflicers  and  Servants  are  required  to  take  the  necessary 
Steps  to  enforce  Obedience  to  this  Byelaw ; and  any  Person  offending 
against  it  is  liabie  in  addition  to  incurring  the  Penalty  above  mentioned 
to  be  summarily  removed,  at  the  first  Opportunity,  from  the  Carriage, 
or  from  the  Company’s  Premises. 

No.  8.  Any  Person  travelling  without  the  special  Permission  of  some 
duly  authorized  Servant  of  the  Company  in  a Carriage  or  by  a Train 
of  a Superior  Class  to  that  for  which  his  Ticket  was  issued,  is  hereby 
Bubjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings;  and  shall  in 
addition  be  liable  to  pay  the  Fare,  according  to  the  Class  of  Carriage 
in  which  he  is  travelling,  from  the  Station  whence  the  Train  originally 
started,  unless  he  show’s  that  he  had  no  intent,  to  defraud. 

No.  9.  Any  Person  found  in  a Carriage,  or  elsewhere  upon  the  Com- 
pany’s Premises,  in  a state  of  Intoxication,  using  Obscene  or  Abusive 
Language,  or  writing  Obscene  or  Offensive  Words  on  any  Part  of  the 
Company's  Stations  or  Carriages,  or  committing  any  Nuisance,  or  other- 
wise wilfully  interfering  with  the  Comfort  of  other  Passengers,  is 
hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings , and  shall 
immediately,  or,  if  a Passenger,  at  the  first  Opportunity,  bo  removed 
from  the  Company’s  Premises. 


No.  10.  Any  Person  who  wilfully  cuts  or  tears  any  Lining  or  Window 
Strap,  or  Curtain,  removes  or  defaces  any  Number  Plate,  or  breaks  or 
scratches  any  Window  of  a Carriage  used  on  the  Railway,  or  who 
otherwise,  except  by  unavoidable  Accident,  damages,  defaces,  or  injures 
any  such  Carriage,  or  any  Station,  or  other  Property  of  the  Company, 
is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds , in  addition 
to  the  Amount  of  any  Damage  for  which  he  may  be  liable. 

No.  11.  No  Passenger  shall  be  permitted  to  travel  on  the  Roof,  Steps, 
or  Footboard  of  any  Carriage,  or  on  the  Engine,  or  in  the  Guard’s  Van, 
or  any  portion  of  any  Carriage  not  intended  for  the  Conveyance  of 
Passengers;  and  any  Passenger  persisting  in  doing  so,  after  being 
warned  to  desist  by  the  Guard  in  charge  of  the  Train,  or  any  duly 
authorized  Servant  of  the  Company,  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty 
not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings , and  shall  be  liable  to  be  summarily 
removed  frqm  the  Company’s  premises. 

No.  12.  Any  Passenger  entering  or  leaving,  or  attempting  to  enter  or 
leave,  any  Carriage  while  the  Train  is  in  motion,  or  elsewhere  than 
at  the  side  of  the  Carriage  adjoining  the  Platform,  or  other  Place 
appointed  by  the  Company  for  Passengers  to  enter  or  leave  the  Carriages, 
is  hereby  subjected’to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  13.  Any  Passenger  persisting  in  entering  a Carriage  or  Compart- 
ment of  a Carriage  containing  the  full  number  of  Persons  which  it  is 
constructed  to  convey,  when  any  such  Person  objects  to  his  so  entering 
the  Carriage  or  Compartment,  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not 
exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  14.  Dogs  and  other  Animals  will  not  be  suffered  to  accompany 
Passengers  in  the  Carriages,  but  will  be  conveyed  separately  and  charged 
for,  and  any  Person  taking  a Dog  or  other  Animal  with  him  into  any 
Passenger  Carriage  used  on  the  Railway  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty 
not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

No.  15.  Loaded  Fire  Anns  are  on  no  account  to  be  taken  into  or 
placed  upon  any  Carriage,  Waggon,  Truck  or  other  Vehicle  forming  or 
intended  to  form  a Train  or  any  Portion  of  a Train  on  the  Railway,  or  to 
be  brought  to  the  Station  or  on  to  the  premises  of  the  Company,  and 
every  Person  so  offending  is  hereby  subjected  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds. 

No.  16.  The  Company  may  refuse  to  carry  any  Person  who  has  any 
Infectious  Disorder.  If  any  Person  who  has  any  such  Disorder  is  found 
upon  the  Premises  of  the  Company,  or  travels  or  attempts  to  travel  on  the 
Railway  of  the  Company,  without  the  special  permission  of  the  Company, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings  in  addition  to 
the  Forfeiture  of  any  Fare  which  he  may  have  paid,  and  may  be  re- 
moved at  the  first  opportunity  from  the  Company’s  Premises.  Any 
Person  who  has  charge  of  any  Person  suffering  from  an  Infectious 
Disorder  while  upon  the  Premises  of  the  Company,  or  travelling  or 
attempting  to  travel  on  the  Railway,  or  who  aids  or  assists  any  person 
suffering  from  such  Disorder,  in  being  upon  the  Premises  of  the 
Company,  or  travelling  or  attempting  to  travel  on  the  Railway,  shall  be 
liable  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings , unless  the  Person 
suffering  from  such  Disorder  be  travelling  with  the  special  permission 
of  the  Company. 

No.  17.  Every  Driver  or  Conductor  of  an  Omnibus,  Cab,  Carriage,  or 
other  Vehicle  shall,  while  in  or  upon  any  Station  Yard  or  other 
Premises  of  the  Company,  obey  the  reasonable  Directions  of  the  Com- 
pany’s Officers  and  Servants  duly  authorised  in  that  Behalf ; and  every 
Person,  offending  against  this  Regulation  is  hereby  subjected  to  a 
Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings.

NOTI 

1.  Penalty  for  Fraud.— Under  the  103rd  and  104th  Sections  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  it  is  provided  that  if  any 
Person  travel  or  attempt  to  travel  in  any  Carriage  of  the  Company,  or 
of  any  other  Company  or  Party  using  the  Railway,  without  having 
previously  paid  his  Fare,  and  with  intent  to  avoid  payment  thereof,  or 
if  any  Person,  having  paid  his  Fare  for  a certain  Distance,  knowingly 
and  wilfully  proceed  in  any  such  Carriage  beyond  such  Distance  with- 
out previously  paying  the  additional  Fare  for  the  additional  Distance, 
and  with  intent  to  avoid  payment  thereof,  or  if  any  Person  knowingly 
and  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect,  on  arriving  at  the  Point  to  which  he  has 
paid  his  Fare,  to  quit  such  Carriage,  every  such  Person  shall  for  every 
such  Offence  forfeit  to  the  Company  a Sum  not  exceeding  Forty 
Shillings  ; and  if  any  Person  commit  any  such  offence,  all  Oflicers  and 
Servants  and  other  Persons  on  behalf  of  the  Company  may  lawfully 
apprehend  and  detain  such  Person  until  he  can  conveniently  be  taken 
bciorc  some  Justice,  or  until  ho  be  otherwise  discharged  by  due  course 
of  Law. 

2.  Obstructing  Offtcers  of  the  Company.— Under  the  100th  Sec- 
tion of  the  Railways  c lauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  it  is  provided  that 
if  the  Infra  tiun  or  Non  observance  of  the  Company's  Bye-laws  or 
Regulations  he  attended  with  Danger  or  Annoyance  to  the  Public,  or 
Hindrance  to  the  Company  in  the  lawful  Use  of  the  Railway,  it  sliall  be 
lawdul  for  the  Company  summarily  to  interfere  to  obviate  or  remove 
such  Danger,  Annoyance,  or  Hindrance,  and  that  without  prejudice  to 
any  Penalty  incurred  by  the  Infraction  of  any  such  Bye-law ; and 
under  the  16th  Section  of  the  Act  3 & 4 Vic.  cap.  97,  it  is  provided  that 
if  any  Person  shall  wilfully  obstruct  or  impedo  any  Officer  or  Agent  of

imprisoned  for  any  Term  not  exceeding  Two  Calendar  Months. 

3.  Injuring  Notice  Boards,  &c. — Under  the  144th  Section  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  it  is  provided  that  if  any

person  pull  down  or  injure  any  Board  put  up  or  affixed  for  the  purpose 
of  publishing  any  Bye-Law  or  Penalty,  or  shall  obliterate  any  of  the 
letters  or  Figures  thereon,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  a sum 
not  exceeding  Five  Founds,  and  shall  defray  the  Expenses  attending  the 
Restoration  of  such  Board. 

4.  Sending  Dangerous  Goods. — Under  the  105th  Section  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act.  1845,  it  is  provided  that  no  Person 
shall  be  entitled  to  carry,  or  to  require  the  Company  to  carry,  upon  the 
Railway,  any  Aquafortis,  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Gunpowder,  Lucifer  Matches, 
or  any  other  Goods  which  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Company  may  be  of 
a dangerous  Nature,  and  if  any  Person  send  by  the  Railway  any  such 
Goods  without  distinctly  marking  their  Nature  on  the  outside  of  the 
Package  containing  the  same,  or  otherwise  giving  Notice  in  Writing  to 
the  Book-keeper  or  other  Servant  of  the  Company  with  whom  the  same 
are  left  at  the  Time  of  so  sending,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  Company 
Twenty  Pounds  for  every  such  offence,  and  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  the 
Company  to  refuse  co  take  any  Parcel  that  they  may  suspect  to  contain 
Goods  of  a dangerous  Nature,  or  require  the  same  to  be  opened  to 
ascertain  the  Fact. 

5.  Using  Communication  retween  Passengers  and  Servants  or 
the  Company. — Under  the  22nd  Section  of  the  Regulation  of  Railways 
Act,  1808,  it  is  provided  that  any  Passenger  who  makes  use  of  the 
Means  of  Communication  between  the  Passengers  and  the  Servants  of 
the  Company  in  charge  of  a Train  without  reasonable  and  sufBcient 
Cause,  sliall  be  liable  for  each  Offence  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds. 

0.  Trespassing  on  Railway.— Under  the  23rd  Section  of  the 
Regulation  of  Railways  Act,  1808,  as  amended  by  Section  14  of  the 
Regulation  of  Railways  Act,  187 1,  it  is  provided  that  if  any  Person  shall 
lie  or  pass  upon  the  Railway,  except  for  the  Purposo  of  crossing  the 
same  at  any  authorized  Crossing,  after  having  once  received  Warning 
by  the  Company  which  works  such  Railway,  or  by  any  of  their  Agents 
or  Servants,  not  to  go  or  pass  thereon,  every  Person  ao  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding  Fai'ty  Shillings  for  every  suen 
Offence.
